ILLIAM ATHERTON DLTUY, an American repre- 


sentative on the Labor Commission of the League 


of Nations, contributes a rare and delicate bit toward the 
solution of that great problem, the stabilizing of huropc.

fare as well as for the future safety of the world, must 
be dismembered and converted into small principalities. 
In other words, they are to be stabilized a piece at a 
time

them separately. 
Whatever have been the previous accomplishments 


of this gentleman who coolly proposes to carve up the 
living bodies of two great nations, his proposal reflects 
little credit upon his knowledge either of human nature 
or history, and does no honor to his humanitarian quali- 
ties. The trouble about cutting up nations is that they 
not only object violently to the process, but refuse to 
stay cut up. Who believes that, if the states of America 
were forced to dissolve their union, they would be con- 
tent to remain separated?

Irreconcilable Fears 


H 


ARMONY is said to have settled over the Republican 
party on the subject of the World Court as a result 


of negotiations revealed by Senator Watson after a con- 
ference with the President. 
Chairman Adams of the 


Republican National Committee is to be reconciled to the 
World Court plan if our entrance is conditioned on reser- 
vations that we are not entering the League of Nations 
or in any way entangling ourselves with it. 


This apparently harmonious conclusion of party dif- 


ficulties may do for public consumption but it does not 
meet the actual situation in the Republican party. The 
so-called reservation would not be in fact a reservation 
but a definition to satisfy timid souls and politicians at 
home. It is superfluous to state in a treaty everything 
which the treaty is not, since it cannot be held to other 
than its terms. 


The real fear of irreconcilables and opponents of 


the League of Nations is not that membership in the 
court would entangle us involuntarily in the League, but 
that, having entered the court, we should develop a 
friendship with the parent organization which would 
discredit all the prejudices, fears, hates and superstitions 
which Lodge, Reed and Borah have been industriously 
building up jn the public imagination since 1919. 
When

£> UMMER Indiscretion* in eating and drinking are 
^^ responsible for lota of trouble. 
One such dis- 


turbance is inflammation of the lining membrane 


of the intestines, a condition called "enteritis." Any 
part, or all, of the intestinal tract may be involved. The 
chief symptom of this trouble is diarrhoea. 


Even the mental condition has its effect upon the 


bowel action. The muscular contractions of the walls 
of the intestines are given, the name "peristalsis." 
Their movement may be increased by fright or worry. 
The result is "nervous diarrhoea." 


The first indication of trouble is "stomachache," or 


pain in the bowels. This may be colicky in character, 
DK- cu 


coming and going, or it may be cutting, quite knile-iike, indeed. 


In acute cases there may be fever, loss of appetite and intense thirst. 


If long-continued, thpre is yreat pros-4- 
tratlcm and real Illness. 
In chronic 


diarrhoea, there may be loss of flesh 
and Interference with the general health. 


In infants and young children the 


cause is usually found in the quality of 
the milk. In older children, Ice cream. 
iced lemonade, "soda-pop" or over-in- 
dulgence in candy or pastry, may be 
responsible. 
In adults the cause Is found In Indis- 


cretion in diet, such as excessive Indul- 
gence In Ice cream or lc« water. Bad 
meat, unclean foo4. contaminated food- 
handlers, may be responsible for the 
attack. 
, 
If the disease does not yield In a a»y 


or two. you should see your family doc- 
tor. It is so easy to overlook typhoid 
fever or some other serious difficulty 
which may begin the same way that no 
chances should be taken. 


If diarrhoea appears In a child, the 


milK should be stopped at once. An 
adult should change from solid food to 
a milk diet. 
. 
Many adults 
suffer 
from 
chronic 


diarrhoea or from frequent attacks of 
enteritis. In such cases there Is some 
underlying cause that must be found by 
the doctor. 
The baby must be given particular 


care, especially in the summer season.
